The undersigned, Superintending School Committee, for the town 
of Fremont, would respectfully submit the following Report. 


DISTRICT No. 1. 


Amount of School Money assigned said District, $76 138. Number | 
of Pupils attending school during the Summer Term, not less than 
two weeks 29. Average attendance 211-9. Length of Summer 
School 15 weeks. Winter Term 5 weeks. Whole number of Schol- 
ars attending during Winter Term, 4 years of age and upwards 22. 
Number of Scholars attending School over 16 years of age, 4. Num- 
ber of Children in the District between 4 and 14 years of age not at- 
tending School any where, 6. Average attendance during Winter 
‘Term 16 1-2. The Summer and Winter Terms were both taught 
by Miss MARTHA T. WEBSTER of Danville, N. H. Wages at 
the Summer Term, $10,00 per month. Winter Term $11,00 per 
month. The Average attendance of Scholars at this term was better 
than last year, and the tardy marks much less, as per Register. ‘The 
uniform kindness of the Teacher, secured good order among her pu- 
pils, without having recourse to any coercive measures. The Writ- 
be of gaye of the young ladies inthis School, looked very neat and 
clean ! 

The Studies pursued in this School, are Reading, Writing, Arith- 
metic, English Grammar, Geography, Spelling and Defining, and 
Physiology. The Deportment, Application and improvement of the
